hitter’s finances and ability to pay reparations. “Strictly business 
and no politics" is the m otto under which representative men of 
the United States, Grout Britain, Prance, Belgium anti Italy have 
assembled. 
E u ro p e a n credit, G en eral Dawes said in his opening address, 
had suffered a shock as the world had seen Germany’s economic 
life ebbing,"because,” he added,"the world realizes that if the Ger­ 
man people lose their capacity for work Germany loses her capa­ 
city to pay those reparations which are so great an element in 
European solvency.” 
Any common sense individual, he continued, can estim ate 
the distance a well man can run, but 50 medical experts about a 
deathbed would give 50 opinions on how far he could run if he 
got well. 
The reparations commission and the world, he said, 
have thus far been listening to medical experts on Germany's 
capacity to pay. 
"Let us first help Germany to get well,” the 
general said.

Over three-fourths of Chicago’s supplies come from W iscon­ 
sin, M ichigan, Minnesota, North and South Dakota, Idaho and 
Virginia. The consumption of potatoes in Chicago increased from 
9,609 cats in 1917 to 12,177 in 1918, decreased slightly to 12,158 
in 1919, and to 11,302 in 1920, but again increased to 13,077 in 
1921, to 13,912 in 1922, and made further gains in 1923.

ervation and propagation. 
This is the ultim atum of the Ten 
Thousand Lakes of Minneosta associ­ 
ation, contained in a letter dealing 
with Ibis and oth er conservation m u t­ 
ters. being sent out to all summer re­ 
sorts in the state. 
A plea to report game and fish law 
violations on the ground that wild 
life and even scenery must be regard 
ed as an expendable commodity and 
subject to depletion 
as any other 
stock of goods, is contained in the 
letter. 
It has been pointed out that in 
spite of the increasing summ er to ur­ 
ist in flex, inspired largely by the fish­ 
ing in Minnesota lakes, the number 
of non-resident fishing licenses sold 
is “ below par.” 
“ F iguring on the expected revenue 
from these licenses, the game and 
fish departm ent had made plans fot 
extensive* propagation and distribu­ 
tion of fish, which it had to abandon
